WAR SUMMARY 


Austria-Hungary will continue to strive for a general 


peace but on the terms previously offered. This is the an- 
swer given the leaders of discontented workmen who have 
quit work to demand peace, by Dr. von Seydler, the Aus- 
trian premier. Emperor Charles, he said, desired to end 
the war at the earliest possible-moment. 


No new peace terms were enunciated and tjie labor 


leaders were' told that responsibility for continuation of the 
war rests upon the entente allies, who had refused Austria's 
offers. 
All plans for territorial aggrandizement as a result 


of the war were disclaimed by the premier. Other min- 
isters promised electoral reforms and a relaxation of the 
military law.' The labor leaders then called upon their com- 
rades to resume work, but the latest information is that the 
general strike is still in progresjs, with disorders at some 
places. 


Resignation oi! the Austrian ministry, "most probably 


that of von Seydle;:, is reported by a Berlin newspaper but 
there is no press or official.confirmation. 
Count von Tog- 


genburg, minister of the interior, is said to have been.asked 
to form a new cabinet. 


Dr. von Seydlor indicated no lessening of the demands 


on Russia and a German newspaper reports that unless the 
Russians accept the offer of the Central powers the peace 
negotiations will be broken off. The conferences at Brest- 
Litovsk have been suspended until Jan. 29. 


Almost complete military inactivity persists on the 


fronts in France and Italy. 
On.-the Macedonian front Bul- 


garian troops have attacked the French positions west of 
the Vardar heavily. The Bulgarians were able to enter the 
French trenches at only one point, from which they were 
thrown out immediately by Greek troops. 


British political circles are discussing the resignation 


from the war cabinet of Sir Edward Carson, leader of the 
Ulster unionists, on account of the Irish situation. -It has 
been expected that the Irish convention, which-has been 
discussing plans for home rule in Ireland, would'make its 
report shortly. Sir 'Edward has been the leader of the op-' 
position to any home rule plan which would include Ulster.

Body's Report 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Effect of 


credit expansion on the general rise of 
prices, and the part the American peo- 
ple can play in counteracting inflation 
by war time economics, were empha- 
sized today by the federal reserve 
board in its annual report to congress. 


Explaining that even though credit 


expansion is not entirely responsible 
for increase in prices, the board says 
"it regards it as ore of its most 'im- 
portant duties to prevent, as far as 
practicable, expansion of banking credit 
from running un uncontrolled course.. 


"Goods and credit," says the report, 


"must be saved to 'the utmost of our 
ability in order to check the upward 
movement o'f prices and in order to free 
for the use of the government the 
goods and savings required for the win- 
ning of. the war. 


"Use Your Savings" 


The present condition of a greatly 


expended currency will be improved, 
the board believes, "as the public per- 
forms its duty of absorbing the govern- 
ment, loans out of savings." 
Before 


the third liberty loan, the report adds, 
federal banks must reduce their invest- 
ments to strengthen reserves and avoid 
further expansion ,that has accompa- 
nied the last two liberty loans. 
The 


board does not say specifically how it 
proposes to do this. 


Among the many radical influences 


of the war on the money markets, the 
board explained that one of .the most 
pronounced had been the etTect of cer- 
tain interests to have -the federal re- 
serve' system absorbs 90-day notes or 
other short term paper accepted with 
lie privilege of icpeatcd renewals. The 
board had persistently opposed ' any 
such effort to destroy liquidity of the 
banks assets, on which the system was 
based; the report said, but it admitted 
that the difficulties of private and cor- 
porate financing-was so great as to jus- 
tify action by congress. 


Remove Worst Problem 


.. The most 'serious problem corporate 
financing has been removed'by govern- 
ment operation'of railroads, says tho 
board's report; but the situation is still 
sorious. 


The'board'suggests early 'considera- 


tion by congress of the problem of cor- 
porate financing in the belief that no> 
satisfactory solution will be found that 
docs not involve some degree of gov- 
ernmental intervention. 


Referring to'the enormous strain on 


finances during the last year of the 
government's war loans, and to the aid 
given by-the'federal reserve system, 
the report says: . 


'The federal reserve note will more 


speedily attain tha position originally 
intended for .it is becoming the most 
important constituent of our circulat- 
ing medium'-responding promptly 'nnd 
naturally to currency requirements."

for the year 1916. 
The estimated earnings of the steel corpora- 


tion for the year 1917 are estimated by the best financial author- 
ities at approximately $500,000,000, or more than eight times 
the amount earned in the average year before the war. Just a 
'little increase in income of 700 per cent. 


Meanwhile the increase in the income of the men who work- 


ed for the steel corporation was in the neighborhood of 60 per 
cent, the cost of living rising by a still greater amount estimated 
at 75 per cent. 


When Fuel Administrator Garfield, by order of the Presi- 


dent, called upon the industries of the country to.shut down for 
a period of five days so that a fuel famine might/be averted, he 
stated that: 


"If companies fail to pay wages for these idle 


days, they will not be doing their part.'

quested by President Wilson. The steel magnates are bound bj 
custom, when it comes to paying their men. Custom does noi 
interfere, however, to prevent them from forcing up the price ol 
iron and steel products to such an extent as to levy excess profits 
of over $400,000,000 last year. 


If there ever was the fsintest evidence on the part of the 


steel truat, in the welfare of humanity, it has been completely 
obscured by the dollar sign. We never suspected that those who 
guide the destinies of that corporation were possessed of so little 
'regard for the welfare of the nation, which has given it the op-

DEALERS MAY NOT USE CARS FOR 


PRIVATE USE SAYS ATTY. GENERAL 


Law in Regard to Use of License is Laid Down by 


Attorney General Haven 


BY MERLIN HULL 
Secretary of State 


Dealers in automobiles have not the 


richt to use cars, operating under deal- 
er's licenses,.for their owfi private use, 
or for use by the members of their 
family. Attorney General Owen 
has 


given me opinion's'to. answer this and 
several other questions asked by auto 
dealers in Wisconsin. For instance, a 
dealer, according to the ruling of the 
attorney general, cannot use his dealer 
icenacd cor for other than demonstra- 
tion purposes. Ho cannot use it as a 
business adjunct, nor for pleasure or 
other purposes. 


Opinion of Attorney General 


Neither can lie rent a car, fiperatfd 


under dealer's license. I have had a 
number of dealers request a ruling on 
these and other questions. For the 
benefit of these dealers, I will sutmit 
the question I asked, and answers of the 
attorney general. I trust they will.an- 
swer the many queries I received. Tho1 
communication "from the attorney gen- 
eral reads:

Dear Sir: In your communication 


you have submitted a number of ques- 
tions 'regarding tho construction ot the 
law regulating and licensing automo- 
biles, which I will-take up in the order 
in which you have given'them.

First—"When there -is- -a. regularly 


licensed dealer and such dealer author- 


izes another dealer or firm to act for 


him, 
practically us a sub-agent for au- 


tomobiles, must the sub-agent take out 
a dealer's license for cars under 
his 


control?" 


.-Under section 1638—48 it is provided- 


that manufacturers and dealers in au-' 
tomobiles may, instead or registering 
each automobile owned or controlled 
by them, have a general distinguishing 
number issued to them, and a certifi- 
cate of .registration 
containing .+hij 


name, place of business, address of the 
'applicant, and general distinguishing 
nuir.ber, 
and 
eight 
official 
number 


plates. Subsection 2 of said 
section 


provides: 


"All 
automobiles, motorcycles, or 


other motor 
vehicles 
owned or- con- 


trolled by such manufacturer or deal- 
er, evcept those for his 
ow nprivate 


use, shall, until sold or let for hire, be 
regarded as registered under such gen- 
eral 
distinguishing --number, which 


must be displayed 
at all times upon 


such automobiles, motorcycles, or other 
motor vehicles, while being 
operated 


upon public highways of this state in 
the manner herein provided," 


Under subsection 5 it is provided: 
"The fee for such registration, 'to- 


gether xvith the ciglit

garage."

tinguishing numbers may be obtained

You will note that under subsection 


5 the fee for registration, together with 
the eight official distinguishing num- 
bers, is "$10 for each garage." While 
I. believe that the dealer's license will 
protect all his agents 
and subagents 


that are employed in his establishment 
or-his garage, it will be necessary for 
him to take out a dealer's license 
each separate business place or garage 
This question should, .therefore, be an 
swcred in the affirmative whenever the 
subagcnt 
is acting 
from a different 


garage or place of business than the 
one- in which his principal is operat- 
ng. 


Second—"When a dealer in automo- 


biles is operating a sales agency 
more than one town or city, doing busi- 
ness in all places .under the same firm 
name in each place, is more than one 
dealer's license necessary?" 


In view of the answer given to the 


first question, this question must also 
be answered in the affirmative. 


Not for Private Purposes 


Third—"Has a dealer the privilege 


of using cars under his dealer's license 
for private purposes, or can he permit 
the use of such cars by members of his 
family or others, for pleasure drives?" 


I believe this question must be an- 


swered in the 
negative. Under_ the 


above quoted provisions of subsection 
2 of section 163'6—48, 'automobiles for 
his own private use 
have 
been 
ex- 


pressly exempted therafrom so that he 
cannot use the automobiles for his own 
private "use, and this question must be 
answered in the negative. 


Fourth—"Has a dealer the privilege 


of using any car for hire, or for deliv- 
ery purposes, under 
his dealer's 
li- 


cense?" 


This question has been answered 
in 


the negative by an official opinion ren- 
dered by this department under date 
of June 29, 1916. See Opinions of At- 
torney General, Volume V., page 519. 


Fifth—"Does the law authorize any
